BIG KITE 


Will Carry a Man and Engine Invent- 


ed by Alexander Bell—He Talks 


About Experiments. 


Washington, Dec. 27. — Dr. Alexan. 


der Graham Bell, who has just re* 
turned to Washington from his sum* 
mer home in Cape Breton Island, has 
made the following statement: 


"The newspapers have been prema> 


ture in announcing that I have been 
at work upon a flying machine. I have 
not any flying machine at all, and 
have not been trying to make one. X 
am, of course, interested in the pro* 
blem. and hare come to the coacta* 
sion that a properly constructed flying 
machine should be capable of being 
Sown as a kite if anchored to tha 
ground, and that conversely a proper* 
ly constructed kite should be capable 
of use as a Sying machine, provided 
with suitable means of propulsion, 
My experiments have had as their ob- 
ject the building of a kite of solid; 
construction capable of carrying up iff 
a moderate breeze a weight equivalent 
to that of a man and engine, and sd 
formed that it could be suitable fou 
use as the body of a flying machine, 
and with supporting surfaces so an 
ranged that wnen the lute is cat loose 
it will come down gently and steadily 
and land uninjured. I have success* 


accomplished this, but do not 


care at the present time to make 
lie the details of construction.

HOW THE INDIANS GOT FIRE 


One Method Wii» to Rub a Stick 


I"lion a Piece of Sandotoue. 


The Indian boy was never whipped 


for playing with matches The reason 
was simply that the Indians never- 
used mutches. If they had, it would be 
safe to say that young Indians would 
have been into them. 


It was something of a task for an In- 


dian to kindle a fire. After he had been 
out hunting and had been wet through 
his blankets by the rain, he wasn't 
able to come home and touch a match 
to the gas logs or shake the furnace 
down. If there were a few sparks 
smoldering on his hearth of crude 
stones in the center of his wigwam, he 
could blow it into a blaze easily 
enough, but if the embers had gone out 
he had a task before him. 


Whea workmen were making the ex- 


cavation for the capitol building at Al- 
bany, N. Y., one of them unearthed a 
queer looking stone which shows one 
way how the poor Indian got his fire. 
It is of sandstone, about two inches 
wide and two and a half inches in 
length, with a hole through at one end 
and a bowl shaped hollow at the other. 
Through the hole the Indian used to 
put a thong to hang it around his neck 
BO that he would have his "matchbox" 
with him whenever he needed it. 


Should he then come home wet and 


find that his squaw had let the fire go 
out he would givejier a good beating, 
and when warmed with his exercise 
he would take his firestone from his 
neck and place it between his knees. 
He would then take a btick between his 
paims, press one end of it into the hol- 
low bowl ojT the.stone and then begin 
sliding his'taands back and forth. The 
friction of the wood on the sandstone 
soon caused enough heat to make the 
stick glow, and after a few strong 
puffs from the Indian's mouth the glow 
would blaze into a flame. Any boy can 
find out if this was a simple thing to 
do by trying it himself. 


The stone which was dug up at Alba- 


ny shows how many centuries the In- 
dians used to prow! through our for- 
ests before Columbus came, in 1492. 
It is believed that it was used in the 
stone age, or 100,000 or more years ago.

Several hundred years before the sci- 


ence of explosives readied western civ- 
ilization at all it was thoroughly under- 
stood among the Chinese. It is sai'l 
that cannon were in general 'nse by the 
armies of the Celestial Kingdom over 
3,000 years ago. The great wall, be- 
gun under the Emperor Tobias about 
780 B. C., and finished nearly 150 years 
later, shut China a\\ay from communi- 
cation with the world and hid its won- 
derful progress from the rest of man- 
kind. 


Of course the cannon used in China 


at that time were very different from 
those now in use either there or in Eu- 
rope. The general principles were the 
same. The idea was not original with 
Europeans, as they supposed it was 
when cannon first appeared among 
them. There has recently been found 
in China a cannon which, according to 
most authentic records, is more than 
2,000 years old. Before it was brought 
to this country it was mounted on the 
solid masonry of the Chinese wall and 
has probably been in use during all the 
years of the Christian era. This curious 
old piece of artillery has lately been 
purchased by the city of Philadelphia 
and is now on exhibition in Fair-mount 
park in that city.
